The American Trotting Register Asso- 
ciation has issued a circular calling the 
attention of all interested to the new 
rules for the standard, which takes effect 
January I, 1K{*5, at the same time giving 
notice that all applications for registra- 
tion under the old rules must be received 
at the oltice of the Register Association 
iu Chicago before the first day of the 
coming year. 

We receive rnauv inquiries concerning 
the new rules in the course of every 
week, all of w hich are promptly answered 
bv letter, but in order to enlighten all 
w ho may desire to known just w hat the 
changes are, we herew ith present those 
which go into effect Jauuary 1: 

Trotting. — First. Any trotting stallion 
that has a record of two minutes and 
thirty sounds (2310), or lielter; provided 
any of his get has a record of 2:35 trot- 
ting, or better; or provided his sire or 
dam is already a standard trotting ani- 
mal. 

Ssecond. Any mare or gelding that lias 
a trotting record of 2:30 or Iretter, whose 
Bire or dam is standard. 

Thiol. Any horse that is the sire of 
twotroflera with records of 2-!U, or lietter. 

Fourth. Any liorsc that is the sire of 
oue trotter with a record of 2:30, or bet- 
ter, provided lie has either of the follow- 
ing additional «jual ideations. 

1. A trolling record of 2 35, or better. 

2. Is the sire of two other animals with 
trotting records of 2315. 3. Has a sire or 
dam that has already a standard trotting 
record. 

Fifth. Any mare that has produced a 
trotter with a record wl 2:30. 

Sixth, The progeny of a standard 
trotting horse w lien out of a standard 
trotting mare. 

Seventh. Any mare whose sire is 
standard, and whose dam and second 
dam are by a standard horse. 

Facing. — First. Any pacing stallion 
that has a record ol two minutes and 
twenty-live seconds (2:25) or better; pro- 
vided, any of bis get lias a record of 2:30 
paciug, or better; or provided bis sire or 
dam is already a standard pacing animal. 

Second. Any mare or gelding that has 
a pacing record of 2:25, or better, w hose 
sire or darn is standard. 

Third. Any horse that is the sire of 
two pacers with records of 2:25. 

Fourth. Any horse that is the sire of 
one pacer with a record of 2:25, or better, 
provided he has either of the following 
additional qualifications: I. A pacing 

record of 2:30, or lietter. 2. Is the sire 
of two other animals with pacing records 
of 2:31). 3. Has a sire or dam that is al- 
ready a standard pacing animal. 

Fifth. Any mare that has produced 
a pacer w ith a record of 2:25, or better. 

Sixth. Any progeny of a standard 
pacing horse when out of a standard 
paciug mare. 

Seventh. The mure whose sire is 
standard aud whose dam ami bccotid dam 
are by a standard horse. 

Eighth. The progeny of a standard 
trotting horse out of a standard pacing 
mare; or of a standard pacing horse out 
of a standard trotting mare. 

It will lie obscived Ibat rules seven, 
eight and uiue of the "Id standard arc 
thus cut out, and a new rule lakes their 
place, known as rule se\cu. An ith|»or- 
taut addition is also made to rule two. 
While the rules given uliuve have al- 
ready been priuted in these columns, v.e 
feel that tlieir reproduction is timely.
